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THE  HAIBURG-  APPLE  MARKET 


Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday, 
March  3,  were  little  changed  from  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.    On  the  whole  the  prices  were  somewhat  above 
those  ruling  in  the  United  Kingdom.    About  1,100  barrels  and  45,000  boxes 
were  offered  at  the  auction  against  750  barrels  and  60,000  boxes  last 
week  and  12,300  barrels,  75,000  boxes  and  21,000  baskets  at  this  time 
last  year.    The  cold  weather  prevailing  at  Hamburg  is  reported  as  inter- 
fering with  the  trade.    The  light  supplies  of  Virginia  Ben  Davis  and 
Winesaps  were  in  moderate  demand.    The  condition  was  good.  Washington 
Winesaps  and  Oregon  Ortleys  and  Newt owns  were  in  liberal  supply.  Demand 
was  slower  with  Winesaps  and  Newt owns  selling  at  somewhat  lower  prices. 
Ortleys  topped  the  boxed  apple  list  in  price  and  s^ld  at  slightly  higher 
prices  than  last  week.
